WASHINGTON. May 15^ TTie chair- 
mM and vice chairman of the Senate 
Select Conamlttee on Intelligence have 
rebuked Senator Jesse Helms for dis- 
posing secret committee information 
in violation of the rules of the S«iate 
according to two committee members 
and sources clott to the committee. 

The rebuke was made in an “Eyes 
Only” letter to the Senate majority and 
minority leaders, they said. The letter 
was handwritten and hand delivered by 
S^tors Barry Goldwater, Republican 
lof Arizona and chairman of the intelli- 
tg^ce committee, and Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynlhan, Democrat of New 
York and the committee’s vice chair- 
man. The rebuke was reiterated in con- 
versations between the committee 
. leaders and the Senate leaders, 
j The letter asked the two leaders to 
; remind the s^tors that disclosure of 
} secret committee information was a > 
j violation of Senate rules and was sub- 
ject to disciplinary action. Violations of 
•Senate rules can be punished by repri- 
:inand, censure or even explusion. The 
;two leaders complied and sent letters 
to the senators reminding them of their 
^ligation not to reveal information 
T^m the intelligence committee.
